SWEPT BY BLAMES. 


Fire at Salisbury beach Sunday 
morhingd estroyed 26. buildings and in- 
volved a property loss estimated at

It was about 40’clock when occupants 
of the Quincy house discovered flames 
close to a chimney, which apparently 
had their origin in a defective flue.

TOWN IMPROVEMENTS 


|.Macadarizing and “Drainage of West 
| Side of Main Thoroughfare Well 
Under Way. ‘ 


| doomed to be in a chaotic state with the 
westerly side all torn up to allow for 
the laying of pipes and building of cul- 
verts to carry off the surface water 
which every year raises havoc with the 
street’s surface, and to enable Superin- 
tendent Lovejoy to macadamize the 
street from Rogers’ brook to the junc- 
tion of Main and School streets. 

Work has been in progress for about 
two weeks and already creditable head- 
way has been made but Superintendent 
Lovejoy states that it will take him two 
months to finish up. Then he will go to 
work on the “river road” in the West 
Parish where. he bas-a--piece of ma- 
cadam. to_build._. 

While both the 
state highway commissioners want Mr. 
Lovejoy to build the’ new piece of state 
road in town for which~ $4600 has been 
appropriated, he is not sure he has the 
time to do it although he would like to. 
If arrangements can be ‘made whereby 
one.of the stone crushers set up opposite 
Plato Eames’ residence for L. N. Far- 
num, contractor for the new Haverhill 
&. Andover road, can be secured until 
that work is begun, he may undertake 
to build it.. A decided compliment as to 
Mr. Lovejoy’s.work in road building was 
that paid him by a Lowell gentleman 
who was conveying by automobile one of 
the state highway commissioners to Law- 
rence by this side of the river. ‘You've 
got one:splendid piece of state highway 
down here in Andover near the pond,” 
he remarked. ~ “‘But-—we have no state 
highway in the western part of And-: 
over,’ the commissioner responded. 
The automobilist thought the road was 
equal to a state road anyway. He re- 
ferred to the piece of macadam Mr. 
Lovejoy had putin up there. 

The. Main street improvement, es- 
| pecially the problem of underdraining, 
has been bothering the citizens in gen- 
eral for some time and it was not until 
after the regular town .meeting and 
several special ones this spring that 
everything .was settled 
plans, and money. appropriated. 

Superintendent’ Lovejoy hacthis men 
begin- yesterday on” paving the gutter. 
This will be done in a different manner 
from the way it was .done on the op- 
posite side of the street,..as.Mr..Lovejoy 
does not believe in laying the stones in 
flat. “fhe pipes are laid for the wnder- 
draining nearly to Morton street and 
the trench dug a’ little beyond. The 
culverts are practically all built or. will 
be ina very short time. s ; 

The sub grade for the macadam has 
been. dug nearly to Punchard avenue 


and some crushed stone dumped. All. 


the broken stone taken out so far is 
being carted to Harding street where it 
is being used to good advantage. 

When the new piece of state road is 
built the matadam -will be complete to 
the Lawrence line from North Reading 
power house, with only two short breaks 
one at the top of the hill extending a 
aquarter or half mile toward Reading 
andthe otner from the Square to the 
Railroad bridge. 

The new piece of state road will prob- 
ably be about -1-2-mile 1n-length: 

“ Superintendent John E, Smith of the 
Board of Public Works, has a sizable 
gang of men working on the new tine of 
water pipes being laid from Ballardvale 
to Haggetts’ pond. William J. Butter- 
field is acting as one of the bosses. The 


work is being pushed forward, rapidly.

AN EXCITER EXGITED 


Queer Freak of An Electrical Machine 
at the Andover Electric Light 


: _ 


An excited exciter caused somewhat 
of a stir and on the side made consider- 
able of a mess of itself at the station of 
the Andover Electric Light Company on 
Railroad street_last. Sunday evening. 
While.no serious damages were done the 
breaking of the machine called the ex- 
citer, (for that is really what happened,) 
might have been attended with very 
bad effects. 

Whether it is possible to describe 
what happened and to make it possible 
for the uninitiated to understand the 
whys and wherefores as Supt. Coleman 
can glibly give them is a question, for 
even the expert electrician might be at 
a loss ‘to tell it so others would under- 
stand, ¢ 

The accident happened about 15 or 20 
minutes after the machinery had been 
started and while the entire load was 


being carried by this piece -ef apparatus,- 


a delay of only seven minutes was 
caused until another and larger machine 
could be started. It seems that the ex- 
citer in question is connected with what 
is called the spare outfit which is just 
what the name indicates, a machine to 
be used in cases of emergency or when a 
light load is being carried. 

What occurred was this, the breaking 
of a segment of the commutator, which 
Webster says is an ‘attachment to cer- 
tain electrical machines by means of 
which alternating currents are made to 
be continuous or to have the same di- 
rection,” caused a short circuit of the 
commutator. This raised a lively 
rumpus in a fraction of a second and be- 
fore anyone realized what had happened 
sections of the commutator head and 
pieces of iron were flying about the 
room narrowly grazing the heads of em- 
ployees. 

The force of the explosion or what- 
ever it might be termed was very great 
as strong pieces of iron were broken in 

: pieces and sent flying, while of the va- 
rious segments of the commutator not a 
sign remained except minute pleces of 
copper scattered over the room upon the 
belts of the big machine and elsewhere. 
The'wires enclosed in the commutator 
were blown out and bristled from the 
rim of the machine like ‘quills upon the 
fretful porcupine.” : 

After the engineer in charge realized 
what had happened he shut down the 
spare outfit and transferred the load to 
the big machine after brushing off the 
belt to remove the: flying fragments 
which had lodged there. :

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VICE-PRINCIPAL’S STATEMENT 


Mr. Stearns Gives the Ahdover Side of 
the Princeton Story. 


In response to numerous inquiries 
and in answer to many criticisms re- 
garding the recent cribbing at the 
Princeton examinations, Vice-Principal 
Stearns of Phillips Andover academy 
has made public the following state- 
ment: 

A despatch from Princeton» dated 
July 2nd and published, through the As- 
sociated Press in the papers of the 
following morning, states that 22 out 
of 31 men from, Phillips Andover acad- 
emy who had taken the Princeton. ex- 
aminations had been found guilty of 
cribbing, and had been rejected by the 
Princeton examiners for this reason. 
The chairman of the Princeton En- 
trance Examination Committee is quo- 
ted as saying that the papers as a 
Whole were the poorest lot_ Princeton 
‘iad had submitted this year. The arti- 
cle has been commented upon -exten- 
sively by the various newspapers, and 
in a way to show clearly; that the real 
facts of the case are not understood. 
In a Hartford paper of July 3rd the 
following editorial comment appears: 
“It is. inconceivable that two-thirds 
of those who were supposed to be fitted 
for college at the academy should: be 
found cribbing in an examination un- 
less the standard of honor in such 
matters had fallen very low.” 

These statements call for explana- 
tion, and the academy authorities 
would long. ago have made a statement 
regarding the case, -had not. Princeton 


| for some unknown reason failed to no- 


tify them of the fact until the matter 
had been before the public for several 
days, and the boys concerned had re- 
ceived their reports and notices bearing 
on the trouble. Princeton's attitude in 
this matter is especially inexplicable, 
as the figures given'in the newspapers 
were considerably exaggerated: 

According to méthods employed by 
Prineeton in conducting entrance ex- 
aminations, any boy, however fit or of 
whatever class, and without fee, is al- 
lowed to attempt the examination. This 
is a tremendous temptation to many 
boys, who are induced for various rea- 
sons to try .the examinations, Com- 
plaints against this system have been 
constantly made by Andover; but :a 
year ago (June 1901,) tne situation 
reached a climax. 

Provision“had been made for 8 or 10 
candidates. The Night before the ‘éx- 
aminations were held, about: a-dozen 
more boys.unexpectedly appeared and 
requested permission to take the ex- 
aminations, They were refused by the 
school on the ground that.the papers 
from Princeton had arrived, and that 
it was too late to provide more, One of 


for the desired permission, and the 
next day a telegram from the Prince- 
ton registrar instructed us-to-‘‘admit 
all candidates” and ‘divide papers.” 
This was done, and the 27 men who fin- 
ally appeared were set to work, two at 
each paper. The examination was a 
thorities were justly ihdignant. The 
take charge frankly admitted that he 
was powerless to conduct the exami- 
nations in a proper way. The extra 
boys who appeared represented the 
weakest element in the.school, Many 
of them belonged to lower classes, and 
in our judgment were wholly unfit to 
try college examinations of.,any sort. 
Their -aim--was- to--get--released- from 
their regular school work, or to pass 
if possible a small list of subjects, and 
to use the credit thus obtained in ap- 
plying for admission to some other’ col 
lege later. Princeton was notified by 
us of the situation, and the other col- 
leges were warned against accepting 
these .candidates, Regular returns, 
however, were received-from- Princeton 
for each candidate. Of these 27 men, 
9 went to college at the end of the 
year, but only 2 to Princeton, and one 
of these is a special. Four were re- 
fused readmission to Andover, and of 
the 13 who returned 7 were either drop- 
ed or disciplined during the year. 
This spring four men applied in the 
regular way to take the Princeton ex- 
aminations. When -the time came in 
June, 31 men appeared, one-half of 
whom needed at least one year more of 
work to fit them for preliminaries. The 
four who were regularly qualified pass- 
ed with credit. Of the others 11 were 
either dropped at the end of the term, 


because of poor work or deportment, 
and this before there had been any inti- 
mation of the cribbing trouble. 

Soon after the examinations. began I 
myself went into the examination room 
and with the consent of the Princeton 
professor in charge, sent four boys 
from the room, and back to their work, 
These were boys from our lowest clas- 
ses, and the very poorest scholars In 
their respective classes. The professor 
in charge agreed to cancel their names 
from the list of candidates; but when 
the reports came back from Princeton, 
all of these men were included, and 
three were among those rejected for 
cribbing. At the time I visited the 
room, I found the boys in some cases 
unduly crowded at the ends of the ta- 
bles, and I warned the instructor in 
charge that in view of the character 
of the majority-of the candidates, such 
conditions should not be allowed. Com- 
ing into the room later still and find- 
ing little change, I again warned him 
of the danger of exposing boys to such 
severe and needless temptation. As 
the examination at our request was 
conducted wholly by Princeton, and as 
the academy had no official connection 
with it, except in providing a room, this 
was the most that could be done. 

The academy will go to the full ex- 
tent in punishing those who have been 
guilty of this rank dishonesty. Cribbing 
has always been severely dealt with 
by us, and the present case demands 
the severest treatment. A most rigid 
investigation will be made, and those 
who are found guilty will not be al- 
lowed to return to the school.

Mre. Clark Writes Another. Interesting | 
Letter/from the East. 
Los 


Loa 
In Southern Austria, 
St. Peter in Krain, 
April 29, 1902, 
Once more I begin a letter on the 
train, but I hope to end it in’ Venice; 
with my children. This is the best train 
we have been in, and a fast one, but it 
shakes us up too much to write easily. 
My last letter took us to Philippopolis, 
where Mr, Marsh met us at the station 
and drove us to his Turkish home on 
the hill. It was a cold, raw, rainy day, 
but we were shown into a warm, clean 
room, one whole broad side of it being a 
window, looking off towards the Balkans 
in the distance with the city in the-fore- 
ground. ‘The first and most prominent 


thing was the Prince's palace just-below-|--— 


us, and as the Prince was in it at the 
time the royal flag was flying. Beyond 
it were mosques and minarets and domes, 
and not far from the Prince’s palace is 
the new Congregational church that. has 
just been dedicated. It is a fine build- 
ing of brick and stone, and standing so 
high, it is one of the most conspicuous 
landmarks of the city and its bell rings 
out over the whole city much louder 
than the muezzin’s call to prayer. The 
whole city is obliged to know that there 
is one Protestant Christian church there, 
doing what it can to lift up and help the 
people. Philippopolis is the most inter- 
esting city of Bulgaria that we have 


seems very prosperous, They call it- the 
Boston of Bulgaria. The evening we 
arrived Mr, and Mrs. Marsh had-invited 
in a little company to meet us socially 
and to talk over our UC. E. work. Some 
of them were Samokoo graduates. Some 
were pastors and teachers. The, conver- 


sation was all in English. These people 


were all bright,. cultivated, interesting 
people, and fine examples of the work 
being done by our missionaries. We 
did much. of sight-seeing, and when we 
left it seemed as though all Philippopolis 
was at the station to see us off, and as 
they,.sung “God be With you till we 
meet again,” while our train moved on, 
we felt that we were leaving delightful 
friends They were so cordial and warm 
hearted, it seemed as-though we had 
always known and loved them. 


To Sopia it was a comfortable and easy |-- 


journey by train. We were met in Sopia 
by~Pastor. Popoff..and..Miss.Clark,. -and 
two or three other missionaries from 
Samokoo, and were taken at once to 
Hotel Bolivere, --We-found--a~ comfort 
able room, but the other appointments 
of. the house were somewhat bare and 
untidy. Men sat at the dining tables 
smoking and drinking beer, but those 
were small matters. 

Pastor Popoff took us to his house to 
tea, and we were delighted with his 


but his three very small. children. all 
spoke English as ‘well as Bulgarian. 
Meetings were held in their pretty 
church and also in Miss Clark’s kinder- 
garten-reoms-for-the Christian—workers, 
and-we met many. interesting people, 

So far, I have been very much pleased 
with the Bulgarian people, and_ their 
country is as picturesque as Switzerland 
and would be as good and prosperous if 
they had’a good government and a fair 
chance. Of course the people whom we 
have met have been among the most 
highly educated, and most earnest Chris- 
tians, -but they prove what the nation 
may become with Christian training. 

Sopia itself, though the capital of Bul- 
garia, is not nearly so interesting as 
Philippopolis. They are somewhat en- 
terprising, as their electric railways 
show, and their market was well worth 
the seeing. Peasants from all the sur- 
rounding villages, in their quaint cos- 
tumes, selling every conceivable thing, 
from a baby pig and a fat goose carried 
by one leg and their heads hanging 
down, uttering the most doleful cries, to 
every var.ety of garden sauce and eggs, 
and poultry, living or “dressed.” These 
marketers were dressed in their Sunday 
best, and the city looked gaily orna- 
mented. 

It was a long wearisome ride to Salon-. 
ica, but it took us through beautiful 
scenery, and we met cordial greetings 
and hospitable friends, and clean, rest- 
ful rooms. Our fellow travellers were 
an Englishman who could speak in all 
languages, and a Roumanian who spoke 
only his native tongue. 

When we came to the borders of Mace- 
donia, and the custom house, we rea- 
lized that we were in Turkey agai: 
Their thorough searching, taking out 
every book and paper, and making sure 
that they were innocent before returning 


them, we had been relieved from in other 


vountriés. Twice they made me open 
my camera, but they decided, to let it 
pass. 

At last we were in Salonica, and after 
taking plenty of time to examine our 
books and papers, they returned them to 
us. I am not sure what would have 
happened to us if they had searched our 
pockets. 

We arrived in Salonica at 6 o’clock in 
the evening, tired and hungry and dirty, 
but we soon found ourselves in such a 
nice clean room as we had not seen since 
leaving Philippopolis, for Dr. House met 
us ut the station, and Mrs. House and 
Mr. and Mrs. Holway gave us such a 
cordial greeting as warmed our souls. 
Mr. Haskell, a son of the Dr. Ilaskell we 
met in Samokoo, came in to greet us. 
But perhaps the most interesting people 
we met {n Salonica were Mr. and Mrs. 
Tsilka,-and little Ellen Stone Tsilka, the 
baby brigand, for Mrs. House had_ in- 
vited them to tea. I had read of Mrs. 
Tsilka as being captured with Miss 
Stone, while they were out touring, and 
had thought of her as not unlike other 
good Bible women in missionary coun- 
tries. I Was surprised to find her so 
pretty, and well educated in English and 
intelligent. If she were invited to any 
of your homes in Andover, you would 
find her as attractive and interesting as 
any one there, perhaps even more 80 
now on account of heradventures. And 
as for wee baby Ellenie I cannot say 
enough about her. She is one of the 
prettiest and best behaved babies 1 ever 
saw. She has bright black eyes and a 
good deal of black hair for a baby three 
months old. She is not a bit afraid. 
She looks soberly around with her big 
black eyes, and then laughs and coos and 
crows if one speaks to her. I saw her 
morning, noon; and night while we were 
in Salonica, but I never heard her cry. 
She ‘was always good and happy, whether 
lying on the lounge by herself or being

From this 
they made little skirts and blankets and 
shirts. They featherstitched them all 
around as daintily and carefully as it 
could be done with common. white 
thread. The brigands gave them coarse, 
white cheesecloth, such as they used to 
clean their guns, and of this they: made 
soft little. dresses, and skirts, hemstitch- 
ing and featherstitching them as elab- 
orately as possible. ‘The baby was areal 
missionary to Mrs. Tsilka and Miss 
Stone, because she gave them something 
to do and something to think of and talk 
about. I’ am not sure that it did not 
save them from nervous prostration. 
Their captors never dared to stay long 
in-one place; so three days after baby 
was born was all the time they could 
allow Mrs. Tsilka.. Then in the cold and 
the dark, for they always moved in the 
night,.one brigand took the baby, and 


| three or four others took Mrs. Tsilka in 


a box and they travelled all night to the 
next place. Perhaps I ought not to 
write so freely, as I hear their story is 
sold to*the MeClure’s Magazine pub- 


lished and can do no harm now. 

- Mr. Tsilka is also a fine looking, well 
educated man, pastor of a church in 
Albania. Dr. and Mrs. House are most 
excellent people, also. Dr..House had 
very much to do in conducting the 
negotiations with the brigands, and is 
thought to have done it yery’ wisely, 
They do a great deal for the sailors who 
land in Salonica, as well as in their 
regular mission work, and sailors are 
always welcome.in their home. 

I wish you could have seen 
House’s ragged Sunday school. 
wild little street Arabs I never saw in 
any land, but she has begun to tame 
them already. She seemed to have won- 
derful control over’ them, though they 
would not stay, controlled long at a time. 

I :would like to tell you about- the 
Bulgarian meetings, and the Greek meet- 
ings, and the work among the. Jews in 
Paul 
preached, but | am making this letter 
toolong. We passed by old Berea, where 
‘Paul said the people were more noble 
than those in Salonica, and searched the 
Scriptures daily.. Fam afraid he would 
not say so now. 

At-one place- where-our train stopped 
a Bulgarian girl stepped to the train and 
looking up in my face said, in good Eng- 
‘lish, * Mrs. Clark, lam a Christian En- 
deavorer, and live in this village. I have 
come to the train to see you.” We had 
a pleasant little chat together, for the 
trains stop fifteen -minutes at every 
station. She was a graduate of the 
school at Monaster, and her father is

village. It is much harder doing mis- 
sionary work in Macedonia than in Bul- 
garia. If you could see as we have the 
changes wrought where the missionaries 
have been, you_woyuld-believe-in missions!

BRUCE STREET OBJECTORS, 


A gooily number of citizens of Law- 
rence and. Methuen attended—a- hearing 
held by the’ railroad commissioners 
held at the State House Tuesday on 
the petition of the Lawrence & Me- 
thuen street railway for approval by 
the commissioners of locations granted 
by the board of .aldermen in’ Jackson, 
Bruce, Short and Pine streets. ‘

The locations at issue run through 
Pine street across Short street bridge, 
through Bruce street and “Jackson 
street extension. '

STORM’S DAMAGE, -

WERE ARRAIGNED. 


DERRY, July 15—Arthur Garland 
and John Hanley charged with mali- 
ciously injuring the property of the 
Pleasant street Methodist church at 
Salem Depot on the night of July 3, 
were arraigned before Justice Whitney 
here Monday morning, Attorney G. K. 
Bartlett appearing for the respondents 
and Attorney A, O. Brown of Manches- 
ter for the trustees of the church,, 

Andrew G. Cardwell of the Lawrence 
detective agency, who was present in 
the church on the night in question, in 
company with Edward J. Peavey and 
Frank A. Roberts testified that the 
crowd used vile language and demand- 
ed tobe-let-into the church. -He-said 
the crowd began to batter the door and 
that one man, Robert M. Potter, pre- 
tending to be Constable Allen, demand- 
ed that the church be opened so that 
the boys. coufd_ ring the bell. 

Cardwell said the crowd then burst 
the doors in with a railroad sleeper; 
that eggs, stones, bottles, etc., were 
thrown into the church. He testified 
that Garland and Hanley were both in 
the crowd that attacked the church, 
He said Hanley had hold of the sleeper 
when the door was mashed in, and 
stood still when the lights were thrown 
on him while the other ran. away, He 
said that both Hanley and Garland 
used insulting language and threats. 

The door was barricaded with a set- 
tee, When the door was smashed in the 
settee was broken.” Mr. Cardwell 
thought that damage to the extent of 
$100 had been done. He also said Han- 
ley was under the influence of liquor. 

Edward J. Peavey of Lawrence also 
said he saw Hanley holding the tie 
when the door was smashed and that 
he thought the man had been drink- 
ing. 

‘The testimony of Frank A. Roberts of 
Warner was practically the same‘ as 
that of Messrs. Cardwell and Peavey. 

The Rey. Fred T. GambeT!, pastor of 
the church, who witnessed the work 
of the mob the night before the Fourth, 
told of the attack on the church as 
he saw it from a window of his resi- 
dence. He said he saw Hanley in the 
crowd. \ 

M. K. Cashin of Westwood, Mass., 
employed by the Massachusetts Con- 
struction company, testified that Han- 
ley was with him the night before the 
Fourth, and that Hanley was perfectly 
sober and had never drank liquor in his 
life. \

OLD VINAIGRETTES. 


During the first half of the 19th cen- 
tury when painting was an accomplish- 
ment required of well bred damsels and 
book heroines, the vinaigrette was an 
indispensable item of feminine equip- 
ment. It was-worn at the waist or 
carried in the reticule. 

Silver was usually the material of 
these dainty articles, which were of va- 
ried shape and often of. exquisite work- 
manship, causing them nowadays to be 
highly valued by many collectors of 
bric-a-brac. .The earliest vinaigrettes 
are, as a rule, also the least ornamen- 
tal. They are often solid and heavy, 
but their Gases are rarely very elabo- 
rately chased, and the imner grating 
covering the scent pad is usually mere- 
ly pierced with plain holes, instead of 
being fretted with an open tracery of 
flowers and foliage, as is the case in 
later specimens. 

Occasionally the vinaigrettes were 
made of gold. The genuine old poman- 
der is a rare treasure seldom met with 
now. “It held a-ball of paste made of 
aromatic gums pounded with’rose wa- 
ter and blended with wax, and occa- 
sionally. with apple pulp, but this was 
replaced in the vinaigrette by a scrap 
of fine sponge saturated with vinegar, 
rendered fragrant by the infusion of 
herbs ‘and spices, the smell of which 
was certainly more refreshing and less 
cloying than the strong and somewhat 
sickly sweet perfume contained.in our 
twentieth century “scent charms.”
